GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE, 


Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly: 

For the first time since the organization of the territory of 
Colorado, the Executive is able to congratulate the Legislative 
Assembly upon the existence of peace throughout the land, re- 
sulting from the entire overthrow of the insurgent forces, 
which have been engaged for years in a mos. nefarious attempt 
to destroy the government. No people ever had more profound 
cause for gratitude since governments were instituted among 
men. The President of the United States, actuated by this 
view, appointed a day of Thanksgiving for the great deliverance 
from the destruction that menaced us, and from loyal hearts, 
everywhere throughout the land, devout acknowledgments 
were made to the Great Ruler of Nations, for His interposition 
in our behalf. / 

Language has failed to characterize the rebellion as it de- 
served. The savage ferocity with which its warfare was con- 
ducted, was never exceeded by the indians of the frontier, 
whose mode of conflict has always been indiscriminate slaugh- 
ter, accompanied by every conceivable form of torture. Con- 
ceived in foulest treachery, sustained throughout by every form 
of crime, the rebellion found appropriate culmination in the 
assassination of the President. At the announcement of this 
horrid crime, nations shuddered—for the world had lost a friend 
whose tender sympathy embraced all mankind; statesmen 
mourned this nobler statesman whose sagacity would guide 
them no longer; rage filled all loyal hearts. But amid the 
varied emotions there was no amazement. The deed had been 
long before advised by the rebel press. It was in perfect ac- 
cordance with the spirit of the rebellion. From the beginning, 
treason had been marked by atrocious crimes, which led by 
easy and natural gradation, from treachery to the flag to the 
butchery of colored troops—the starving of prisoners—to the 
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murder of Abraham Lincoln. History will not fail to hold the 
rebellion:and its abettors responsible for this assassination, rec- 
ognizing ‘it as the crowning act of treason. ' EM 
While thé nation was engaged in its fearful struggle with the 
rebellion, the exposed condition of these frontier térritories at- 
tracted the attention of the. rebel. authorities, who laboréd to 
excite the belief among the indians that the power of the United 
States was destroyed, and they could, by engaging in war, ac- 
complish some-great, though undefited advantage to themselves. 
The emissaries of the rebellion constantly promoted this belief, 
and at the same time the' indians received countenance and aid 
from the traders on the Canadian‘ border, who carried on ań il- 
licit and a profitable traffic in the plunder. 2 ©. ^, 
The indian war, thus excited and promoted, and which has 
produced so much disaster, assuming at one time most formida- 
ble proportions, greatly retarding the prosperity of the terri- 
tory, sacrificing valuable lives, laying waste whole regions, de- 
stroying immense amounts of property, interrupting for long 
periods communication with the east, and marked by all the 
horrible features of savage barbarity, is, I am confidently led 
to believe, nearly if not quiteat an end. With the close of the 
rebellion which for a time hadabsorbed the whole power of the 
government, the indians perceive that further warfare will end 
in their- extermination, and generally evince a disposition to 
sue for peace, while those who remain hostile will soon suc- 
"cumb to vigorous measures of war. d 
I regret to perceive a sentiment prevailing here, that much 
of the disaster to which I have referred, has been owing to re- 
missness on the part of the authorities at Washington. I 
should failin my duty to the government I represent if I did 
not do all in my power to correct this misapprehension. Never 
for a single moment, has the government been unmindful of its 
obligation to the people of this territory, or unwilling to afford 
all necessary aid for the suppression of the indian hostilities. ,. 
It may reasonably be supposed that while the attention of the 
government was concentrated on the vast operations—upon the 
issue of which depended the very existence of the nation—the 
people here, absorbed by the great dangers which menaced 
them, might imagine that their perilous condition was over- 
looked. But it must be remembered that the officers at Wash- 
ington had the whole country and its destiny, in their hands. 
They only ¢ould judge what demands were, most imperative: It 
seems well nigh impossible that any cabinet . ministers could 
have acted. more wisely, or exercised sounder discretion, in ref- 
erence to the quarter in which to strike their blows. 
It might well be asked, of what value would it have been to 
secure these territories if the nation itself had been lost? More-

over, during the whole of the time thatit is alleged the govern- 
ment was inattentive to the claims of this community, it pro- 
vided a very considerable military establishment in the terti- 
tory, and maintained itat an enormous cost, expending many 
millions of dollars at a time when the resources of the natio 
were taxed to their utmost capacity. i l 

On my arrival in the territory, I found the publie mind 
greatly excited in relation to the merits of the indian fight, 
known as the battle of Sand Creek, and, engaged in a most 
earnest discussion of the subject. While a large class of citi- 
zens endorsed this battle in all its details, and without qualifi- 
cation—asserting that: it was a judicious measure of war, pro- 
voked by the horrid atrocities of which the indians had been 
guilty; that the expedition was necessary, the attack a proper 
one, and the punishment richly deserved; another portion of 
the community dissented wholly from this view, and heaped 
censure in unstinted measure upon the expedition and its aù- 
thors, and asserted without hesitation that the faith of the gov- 
ernment, pledged through its officers, was violated, and that the 
protection of the flag—which should everywhere be regarded 
as sacred— was utterly disregarded. 

It is well known that Congress has investigated this proceed- 
ing by one of its committees, and that the War Department 
appointed a commission with the same object. It is understood 
that the report of this last investigation accords very much 
with the first. In the excited discussion which has taken place 
here upon this subject, these reporis have been met with very 
severe criticism on the one side, while on the other hand they 
have been as warmly commended. It has been alleged that 
these investigations were. unfairly made, that they are wholly 
exparte and do great wrong, not only to theofficers and soldiers, 
but have inflicted, a lasting stain upon the people of the terri- 
tory. So earnest did this discussion become, that a large por- 
tion of the people considered the question of sufficient impor- 
tance to make itan issue in the recent political canvass through- 
out the territory. It was indeed made a distinct rallying point - 
in one of the. party conventions, which body. considered -itb 
equally important with the political questions which divide the 
nation. o 

I do not propose to enter into'this discussion, but I deem it 
proper to say that it is not the intention of the government to 
do injustice to any of its citizens, and if there is any testimony 
within reach of the Legislative Assembly, that was not ac- 
cessible to either of the former commissions, and that will 
throw any new light upon the subject, it will be my pleasure to 
forward it to Washington. I cannot suppose, for one moment, 
that it was the intention of the government to omit any oppor- 
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tunity to ascertain the truth. But still i is possible that there 
may be further testimony, and if so, I'am sure:.it will be wel: 
comed at Washington with as much earnestness as it willibe 
furnished and forwarded.. . ^

hope of being able to aid! in its final settlement, so. that nói th: 
justice may be. done to any ‘one, ànd'yet- that. the transaction 
may be assigned its proper place.in history. ' - 

The adjustment of the future relations between the undis 
and oir government, is by no means so easy a task as many 
seem to suppose. We have arrived at a point in the’history_of 
the indiar. question, when it assumes an importance end. gravity 
which it has never possessed before. The conflict of interests 
between the civilization of our race and the barbarism of the 
indian tribes, must now be setiled finally; and connected with 
this settlement, the demands of humanity and the just claims of 
the indians on the one hand, and the devélopment of the vast 
resources of this region of boundless wealth on’ the: ‘other, de- 
mand our earnest but calm and thoughtful consideration: Tei is 
but a simple truism, and seems hardly i in place in a State paper, 
to say that civilization must rule this continent; and ‘yet, sim- 
ple and trite as it 1s, this proposition involves the whole future 
of the indian race. What is to be done with them? isa ques- 
tion, like many others, much more easily asked than answered. 
That they must be disposed of in some way is apparent to any 
one who will think for a moment -on the subject; but ow is; à 
problem that the wisest minds of the nation have not yet been 
able'to soive. In all the settlements of the country hitherto 
made, the question could be: postponed. But its saree post- 
ponement will be impracticable. 

The steadily advancing tide of emigration from is eastern 
States, has pushed back the indian reservations with resistlegs 
power. Occasionally, there have been fierce conflicts, when the 
indians have attempted to overcome this inflaence, but, the 
efforts have been only spasmodic, the struggle brief, always 
terminating either in the removal of the indians or their ab- 
sorption by our civilizations There is now no further room-— 
for the reason that this steady progress of our race westward,,1s 
met by an equally eager and energetic crowd, pressing in the 
opposite direction from the. settlements on the’ ‘shores. of the 
Pacific. The march willnot delay on either side,’ and eyen.now, 
the advancing forces from the different points. have met in the 
heart of. the Rocky mountains, and with the unyielding, pres- 
sure which has characterizéd all our settlements, every foot,of 
the national Briony is about ‘to be SOS pieds and. there vil 
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soon be no place left for the hunting grounds.eof wandering 

tribes. | Pau à 

The pioneers of the present day, are but. the prototypes of 
those who have gone before them, and their. demand is not un- 
reasonable, any more than it was in former times, that they 
should be freed from.the dangers growing oüt of the proximity 
of these warlike tribes who will yield to no argument but force, 
and who regard our civilization as their-enemy, more destruc- 
tive than the bitterest warfare. - There is to-day; a mountain 
tribe (the Utes) who have thus far shown no disposition to be 
hostile to the whites, but who are always at war with ‘the in- 
dians of the plains, and the forays of the opposing parties keep 
whole neighborhoods on the frontier in constant alarm and ter- 
ror. They are a numerous and powerful tribe, and if at any 
time they should become hostile to us, with their knowledge of 
all the mountain fastnesses, the destruction to life and property 
would be appalling to contemplate. Steps should be taken to 
guard against this calamity before the emergency is upon us. 

In solving the problem, I ani sure I do not overstate the case 
when I say that no amount of money should stand in -the way 
of its settlement, and it will be admitted on all hands, that if a 
proper result could be obtained, by any pecuniary consideration 
having the ends of justice in view, the nation would not shrink 
from any sacrifice to accomplish it. 

It would be a proud record in our history, if before the race 
passes away entirely, we should be able to bring them within 
the influence of governmental and social institutions. And I 
think it is not too much to hope that with a proper effort it may 
bé accomplished. A representation made by you to the adthor- 
ities at Washington, of the imperative necessity of prompt ac- 
tion growing out of the emergencies of the position of the ter- 
ritory, accompanied by the manifestation of an earnest anxiety 
to save the race, and not destroy it, I am confident will elicit 
such discussion, and secure:such action as cannot fail to satisfy 
the needs of the present generation and secure the. approbation 
of posterity. | 

The restoration of peace and the disbanding of the great 
armies will doubtless cause thousands of voung men to seek 
new homes, and obey that mysterious law of our nature which 
impels emigration westward. 

The mineral, pastoral and climatic advantages, as well as the 
mercantile and mechanieal wants of our territory are apparent 
to all. ‘Colorado, which has contributed millions of dollars to 
the wealth of the world, previous to the last eight years was 
uninhabited except by wandering. indians, whose greatest am- 
bition was to destroy, and not-produce. ; à 

Every year now adds to the amount of taxable property, so 
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that the Internal Revenue tax for the year ending December

In, addition to the above tax paid to the United States gov- 
ernment, the péople have promptly paid territorial, school, 
county and local taxes, besides contributing largely to ‘the San- 
itary Commission—to the families of soldiers—for defense 
against the indians, etc. 

The amount of gold and silver produced during the past year 
has not been in the same ratio of increase as in former years. 
This may be accounted for; to a great extent, by the transfer of 
a large amount of mining property to new purchasers, and the 
diversion of labor from the development of the mines to the 
erection of buildingsand machinery, as well as to a speculative 
spirit, shown in prospecting for new lodes, and their- -sale to 
eastern capitalists. 

The discovery of new lodes is, doubtless, dedi to a cer- 
tain extent; but, it is questionable whether it:would not be 
much better for the territory that more time and attention be 
devoted to the development of old and well known lodes, and 
application to the invention and introduction of new processes 
for saving or extracting gold from the PERE rieh but 
refractory ores. 

It is reasonable to expect that only : a short time will elapse 
before the various and ingenious experiments now being tried, 
will result in the discovery of a satisfactory process, by which 
the mineral in the ores can be secured. 

The discovery of iron, and the abundarise of coal existing in 
the vicinity of Golden, Denver and Colorado cities, will be of 
incalculable benefit to us, especially in the construction of that 
most magnificent and stupendous of all modern enterprises— 
the Pacific Railway. AE 

No one giving a casual glance at the vast importance of the 
commerce of the plains can fail to realize that the primary ne- 
cessity of the territory,and indeed of all this western region, is 
direct railroad communieation with the east. 

Until this is secured, there can be only.a partial and limited 
development of the resources, which are to be found in every 
direction, almost without limit. ' 

Àt present all articles brought from ET east, are freighted 
across the plains, by means of cumbrous trains, making .slow 
and laborious progress through a vast extent of country; a 
mode of intercourse insufficient in supplying the necessities of

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the community, and adding vastly to the cost of every article 
brought trom the Missouri river. Probably no data could be 
collected, which would show accurately the immense amount of 
traffic between the Hast and the West, but I present here a few 
facts which will suggest the extent and importance of it. 

I am informed thata keeper of a toll-bridge on the Santa Fe 
road, which traverses Southern Colorado for a distance of about 
200 miles, kept a register of the number of men, wagons and 
animals engaged in the transportation of freight on the road, 
for the six months ending November 20, 1865, and reports as 
follows:

From the single house of the Overland Despatch Company 
was shipped from Atchison to Denver City, during the seven 
inontirs ending Desember. 1, 1865, 8,076,000 pounds, and through 
Colorado to Salt Lake the additional amount of 2,871,000 
pounds. Besides this, a very large amount of freight has been 
shipped by other forwarding houses from Atchison, St. Joseph, 
Omaha, Nebraska City, Plattsmouth, Leavenworth, Kansas City 
and Independence, so that it is estimated that with railroad 
transportation, it would require forty cars per day to move the 
amount of freight that would be required to supply the present 
demand. 

But what is much more remarkable than all this is a state- 
ment to be found in the report of J. T. Herrick, the engineer 
appointed to survey the route for a railroad from Golden City 
at the entrance to the mountains, to Black Hawk, the center of 
one of the mining districts,:a distance of less than twenty-five 
miles. He stated that upon enquiry of the merchants .of Cen» 
tral, Nevada and Black Hawk: ‘cities, he ascertained that tho 
amount paid by them for freights during the. last year, princi- 
pally in the summer and autumn, for supplies taken.over this 
short distance, was over six hundred and :iity thousand dollars; 
and this‘sum does not include anything paid for.machinéry or 
supplies forwarded directly to the mining companies, which 
would probably be not less than. two.hundred thousand dollars 
in addition to the former sum. If these facts were hot verified 
they would appear incredible. The first step toward the con- 
struction of the road, in this direction, it seems to me, should 
be the securing of direct telegraphic communication with, the 
Missouri river. It appears as if.a settled purpose had existed, 
to avoid, if possible, the central and business portions of Golo- 
rado. But for what reason, it is difficult to imagine, unless:the 
opportunities for speculation.on g different line, present’ strong- 
er temptations. It has long been known: that an excellent cen- 
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tral route exists, upon which a line could be easily constructed. 
passing through Denver, shortening the distance to Salt Lake,. 
and which could be carried through the mountains without dif-. 


. fieulty. 


At present, the principal cities of Colorado have telegraphic- 
communication only by a side line, and do not possess even the- 
ordinary advantages of way- -stativais on a through line. The-' 
result is that it 1s “frequently several days before 1 messages can: 
be sent to or received from the east. If measures are not 
speedily taken to correct this, the result will be that our rail. 
road connections will be of a similar character, thus cutting off 
this commercial center, with all the mineral resources in its. 

iu 
immediate vicinity, from direct intercourse with the caster 
communities. . 

This question seems do me, to be of sufficient importance tos 
command your earnest attention. .The construction of a tele- 
graph line, by the routes of the Smoky Hill or the Republican, 
between Denver and Fort Riley, might. be promoted. ‘by. appro- 
priate leg islation, and could be completed i ina single season. T 
know of nothing that, could be so effective in attracting the- 
practical attention of interested parties to the. relative points on: 
the route of the proposed railroad; and the completion of this. 
enterprise would undoubtedly result in a thorough survey of 
lines which heretofore seem to have been studiously. avoided. 

It is particularly desirable that Congress shall make no mis- 
take in the location of this great national highway. between the: 


Atlantic and Pacific oceans. An erroneous impression has very: 


generally pï 'evailed, that there is no practicable "bass" or open- 
ing in the Rocky "Mountain Range, south of the Bridger or” 
South Passes, which would’ leave, enver from sixty:to one 


"hundred mid fifty miles southward.. Recent. investigations: 


clearly prove, that there are no obstacles to prevent the ,eon-- 
struction of a road through the mountains on the sanie latitude:

ra year 8, ud is in agone order, now almost to i Bua of 
the Snowy Hange-—with a pass. opening before it—affording Be 
natural means of. transit to the Middle Park, from. which the 
western slopes can. De reached with the utmost ease. l'haye 
traversed this road through its whole length, and speak, there- 
fore from personal observation, and I am happy to be able te 
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announce, that in a short time it will be the route of the Over- 
land Stage Line to Salt Lake, shortening the distance from East 
to West, probably not less than two hundred miles, the road on 
the west side of the mountains being sonearly finished, that a 
short time in the early spring will suffice to complete it, and 
put the whole line in successful operation. 

It will be remembered that Denver is on a direct lino between 
Philadelphia and San Frahtisco, including the points of St. 
Louis, Fort Riley, Salt Lake and Virginia City, and a detour to 
ihe northward, as has been proposed, will not only make the 
road much longer, variously estimated at from one hundred to 
two hundred miles, but involve many hundred thousands of 
dollars increase of expenditure, and do gross injustice to Colo- 
zado and New Mexico—whose trade is counted by millions— 
which, by proper railway facilities, will naturally increase to 
hundreds of millions. 

it is proper that this subject should receive thorough discus- 
sions for although the building of the road seems to be under 
the auspices of a private corporation, it is folly to disguise the 
Fact that if itis built under the present enactments, it will be 
wholly at the expense of the government, and therefore the in- 
terests of the whole nation are involved in its proper location 
cand construction. 

]t is believed that the amount authorized by Congress will be 
suficient to build the road without any private subscriptions. 
Ht is unreasonable, therefore, that great public interests should 
Tbe sacrificed to the private speculative views of the parties who 
thappen to have obtained possession of the Pacific railroad char- 
ter; and if the company will not give proper attention to this 
subject, so as to have the initial point changed, authority would 
«doubtless be given by Congress to the Central and Eastern Di- 
wisions to extend their roads regardless of.that point. If the 
attention of Congress could be attracted to the single link in 

tthe great chain, extending from Golden City to the mining dis- 

trict, of which Central City is the center, I think that body 

would not allow the large subsidy which has been granted to 
the Pacific railway to be expended without a thorough re-exam- 
ination of the whole subject. _ 

At would be well to take such steps as will secure, under the 
authority of the general government, a thorough exploration 
and survey of the whole mountain range of the territory, for, 
except the accidental discovery of mineral wealth, nothing is 
now known, or at least, there is nothing of record in regard 
to the characteristics of this region, more than was developed 
Wy the extensive and intelligent researches of Gen. Fremont, in 
his memorable exploring expeditions, twenty years ago, 
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It is safe to assert,'that no country in the world can compare: 
with Colorado in the abundance of mineral wealth contained 
within her borders. The véins of silver and gold, of unparal- 
leled richness, are not limited to any particular section or local- 
ity, but abound through the whole, mountain region. . Every 
day, from every part of the territory, the discovery is reported 
of new lodes, as rich as those already known, until amid the 
abundance of valuable mining: property, these additional evi-' 
dences of wealth excite scarcely a passiüg remark; and even 
the owners hardly realize the fact which the assays demonstrate, 
that every ton of quartz is rich in ore. `° - 

With the inducements which thé boundless wealth of this 
gold region offers, nothing prevents these hills and canons froma 
swarming with active miners, to be followed by crowds of mem 
engaged in.business pursuits of every character, except the dif- 
ficulty of access. With railroad facilities, this territory, instead 
of its present population of twenty-five thousand (25,000), would 
increase, ina single year to ten-fold that number. All are fa- 
miliar with the rush to California upon the discovery of gold 
deposits there, because, although distant, the route.by the sese 
was easy, and it is admitted on all hands, that there is no com- 
parison between the wealth.of that region and the treasures 
that are hidden in the recesses of these:mountains. 

From the various resolutions and bills introduced in Con- 
gress at this early stage of the present session, it is evident that 
the attention of the country is seriously aroused in regard to. 
the present condition of the laws regulating the mining inter- 
ests. i ` 
In the mining regions, in various parts of the country, as well 
as in this territory, it has been customary, in the settlement of 
each district, to adopt rules which regulate the titles and mining 
privileges of that locality. These regulations, established with- 
out any reference to the usages or laws of other mining dis- 
iricts, and varied by the various peculiarities of the mineral de- 
posits, as well as by the experience, ignorance or carelessness of 
the first settlers who framed them; have almost invariably been: 
confirmed by territorial legislation, and the result is, that innu- 
merabie local customs, recognized and authorized by legislative 
enactments, render the jurisprudence in regard to all mining: 
questions, exceedingly complex and difficult to be understood. 

It is generally conceded, that any attempt to systematize or 
codify these miners’ laws, would make a confessedly bad matter 
worse. The district laws are generally equitable and satisfac- 
tory, and this, together with the fact that any attempt to regu-- 
late.them by establishing a uniform system, would disturb alf 
the relations of property, has led to the adoption, by mining 
States and territories, of the present policy. And now thatthe 
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.attention of the general government is directed toward this 
- subject, it is very desirable that future -legislation by Congress 
should conform to the same policy which has been adopted by 
the Legislatures after a careful consideration of all the objec- 
tions to its present form, and the greater difficulties and compli- 
¿cations involved by any attempt to alter it. And to this end 
severy effort should be made so to inform Congress on the whole 
- subject, as to secure intelligent legislation from that body. 
At the last session an act was passed, at the instance of a 
~senator from a mining State, to the effect thatthe fact that min- 
-ers were trespassers, in law, should be no bar to proceedings 
in the Supreme Court of the United States when mining suits 
“were to be decided. The effect of this was to recognize miners’ 
: titles as a fee-simple title in law, though not in fact, and evi- 
-dently contemplated further congressional legislation, which 
should make the discoverer’s title to the mines fee-simple title 
in fact. To accomplish this, all the energies of the mining sec- 
tions should be devoted. It is their obvious policy. The de- 
tails of how it shall be done, are as yet, matters of discussion 

among the settlers themselves. There is a strong desire among 
the miners to be let alone. But the past and passing events 
demonstrate that this is impossible. Many of our first men in 
the Hast believe, mistakenly, as I think, that a large revenue 
might be realized from the sale of the mineral lands. 

In my judgment, nothing but disaster would result from such 
action. As a matter of justice, itis not too much to ask that, 
. under proper restrictions as to the quantity to be pre-empted by 
: one person, the fee-simple of the mines should be awarded to 
the discoverer. And these restrictions, on the acquirement of 
zaining property by pre-emption, have already been imposed 
.and enforced by the laws made by the miners themselves. I 
‘repeat, this would be simple justice to the miners, who have 
«endured peril, hardships and privations of every kind; whose 
«enterprise and labor alone has made the mining property valu- 
: able, and whose exertions have built up thriving communities 
“in the midst of the wilderness. 

The government has pursued, toward the agricultural inter- 
. est, a uniformly liberal policy, which experience has proved to 

be the best, as well for the interest of the nation as for the in- 
: dividual. | 
And this same liberal policy toward the miners will produce 
like results. They have entered a country which before had 
been unsettled, uyproductive, almost impassable. Their pres- 
-ence has built up large communities, has facilitated commercial 
intercourse, and in addition to this, every dolar of bullion dug 
{rom the ground, aided as did no other product in sustaining 
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the national credit, and Wal assist.in the Touche of the ng- 
tional debt. 

: It woüld not be just to- d$ pioneer, nor in dasmone with. 
the uniform generosity by which the prosperity of the ayricul- 
tural interest has been secured, if the government should now. 
appraise and sell the mining. property, the value of which. has 
been created solely by the enterprising labor of the miners. 
For fifteen years they have been allowed to explore, occupy and. 
develop this region, without any intimation that the govern- 
ment intended to pursue toward them a less liberal policy than; 
that.uniformly aecorded to those who settled upon arable lands. 
And in the prosecution of. their enterprises, the miners have 
encountered perils, and endured privations unknown to those 
who have settled upon farming lands, and who, by virtue of 
their occupancy, and the payment of a nominal price, have re- 
ceived perfect titles from the United States. 

It would be eminently proper for the Legislative Assembly 
to memorialize Congress on this subject. The efforts which are. 
being made to sell the mineral. lands under provisions which 
will disturb all the relations of property, and which willinvolve 
the miners and the business community which depend solely 
upon them, in a common ruin, proceed, I have no doubt, from 
the want of proper information on the subject, which informa- 
tion it isthe right and duty of the Assembly to d 
to Congress. 

Once established in the security of their property by the rec- 
ognition of the pre-emption title as absolutely fee-simple, the 
miners of Colorado will send eastward a steady stream of gold 
and silver, which will be the best security for the national 
credit ; will add to the material wealth of the country, and will 
promote the settlement of the vast plains which now lie idle 
and. unproductive. The growth of the importance of this sub- 
ject is manifest by the action of the House of Representatives 
at Washington, just announced, in adding to the list of stand- 
ing committees of the House, a new one on mines and mining. 

Some three years since, Congress made an appropriation of. 
$2,500 for the purchase of a territorial library, and during last 
summer alarge number of valuable books weresent to the territo- 
ry, which will form the'nucleus of a valuable publie library, if 
properly cared for, and increased from time to time by a small 
— yearly appropriation. A suitable room for the purpose, to 
which all can have free access, can be had at a small cost, in the 
building now occupied by the’ ‘Executive. 

From the superintendent of the U. S. mint, at Denver, I learn 
that the provisions of the law establishing that institution have 
not been carried out, so far as they relate to the issue of drafts 
upon the commercial centers in the Hast, in exchange for de- 
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posits of bullion. If this system could be adopted, it would 
be of great advantage to the owners of bullion, and I have no 
doubt that if the attention of the Secretary of the ' Treasury 
was called to the matter, he would authorize the issue of gol 
‘ checks, as originally contemplated. 

For information in relation to the military.affairs-of the gov- 
ernment, I respectfully refer you to the report of the Adjutant- 
General, which is transmitted herewith. From this report you 
will perceive the necessity of further legislation in relation to 
this department. Upon assuming the duties of the Executive 
office, I found the resignation of the Adjutant-General upon the 
table. I have not yet accepted it, as, in view of the amount of 
labor to be done, and the limited salary, it is difficult to find a 
proper person to accept the position and perform the duties. 
The condition of this office requires immediate attention, if the 
records are to be of any value in the future. In its present 
condition, it is scarcely possible to obtain the history of a sin- 
gle enlisted man who has been in the publie service from this 
territory. l ask special attention to that portion of the report 
relating to the payment of the officers and men of the first regi- 
ment of mounted militia of the territory. I do this thé more 
readily, in view of the fact that a special committee has been. 
appointed by the ILouse of Representatives, at Washington, to 
take into consid?Pration the payment of expenses incurred by 
the loyal States in suppressing the rebellion. The question will 
properly come before that committee, and your action upon it 
will have an important bearing. 

I also transmit herewith the report of the Territorial Treas- 
urer, in which the financial operations of the year, and present 
condition of the tr easury are fully exhibited. 

From information received from various sources, I was led to 
believe a misapprehension existed in relation to the meeting of 
the present session of the Legislative Assembly, and I deemed it 
wise to issue a proclamation for the purpose of correcting this 
misapprehension. If I had not been confirmed in the propri- 
ety of this measure, at the time it was adopted, subsequent 
events have fully shown its necessity. 

In this connection, your attention is especially called to the 
necessity of designating a time for holding the Supreme Court, 

as, through an inadvertence, the law regulating it was repealed 
by the last session of the Assembly, and unless action is taken 
on this subject, the interests of parties litigant will be greatly 
jeopardized. 

Jt has been represented to me by members of the legal pro- 
fession, that the printed laws of the territory are in a very un- 
satisfactory condition—not well arranged and badly indexed. I 
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have-been asked to'suggest to the Assembly the propriety of. 
authorizing-a commission to codify and re-publish the laws. 

^. lalso ask the attention of the Legislature tothe condition of 
the eriminal: jurisprudence of the territory. Nothing’ could -be 
more anomalous. The doctrine’-of the absolite supremacy of 
the U. S. government i in the territories, was ‘supposed to have 
been settled many yéars ago. It had been practiced upon in’ all 
the history of the government. up to 1854, when the repeal of 
the Missouri Compromise took place. Although that repeal 
was supported by subsequent - judicial decisions, the sentiment 
of the nation was instantly aroused, and: the doctrine of what 
' was popularly known as Squatter Sovereignty, with its kindred: 
ultra southern theory of State Rights in ‘the territories, from 
which it sprang, was overwhelmingly repudiated. This repu- 
diation was expressed in every form known to the nation, the 
question entering largely into thé late conflict-of arms, where it 
received its quietus. Notwithstanding this, the doctrine practi- 
cally prevails here, with judicial sanction. I cannot tell upon 
what plea it obtained, as it is purely a judicial question; but it 
is difficult to understand how it is possible that the U.S. gov- 
ernment, which appoints the judges and pays their salary, should 
be ruled out of court upon plea of want of jurisdiction. To 
avoid this dilemma, judicial decisions first prevailed here. 1 
understand that the U. S. jurisdiction was only concurrent with 
the territorial authorities, thus making it almost inferior to the 
creature of its own creation. lt cannot bethatthe government 
ever deliberately sanctioned such an absurdity. My object in 
calling your attention to this state of things, is, that if this an- 
omalous condition of affairs grows out of defective legislation 
by Congress, as it is alleged it does, the attention of that body 
may be called to the subject, and it will surely be rectified. 

The necessity of a correction is admitted upon all hands; the 
present system conducing mainly to the escape and not the pun- 
ishment of criminals, 

Your attention is invited to two laws passed at the last ses- 
sion of the Assembly, approved TÉRDSONYSUS 9th and 10th of 
February, 1865. 

The one denounces gambling and keeping gambling houses, 
and renders a party guilty of either, ineligible as a juror, thus 
putting a most emphatic condemnation upon gambling, and 
fixing a stigma upon those engaged in it; in fact, visiting it 
with s summary’ punishment, disqualifying the party guilty of 
either offense to decide upon simple questions of equity between 
his neighbors, or to sit on the trial of persons charged with . 
offenses against society. While the other act to which I refer, 
and which is in immediate connection with this one, authorizes 

the City Council of Denver to license gambling houses in which 
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this disgraceful practice is carried on. A mere reference to the 
inconsistency of such legislation would seem to be sufficient. 

I have received from the Bureau of Immigration a letter; - 
calling for a report of any steps which may have been taken by 
the Legislative Assembly to promote immigration to this terri- 
tory. I believe no such public measures have heretofore been 
adopted. . There is a most pressing need for laborers here. The 
prosecution of every, branch of business is hindered by the im- 
possibility of obtaining a sufficient supply of labor. And any 
inducements which it may be in your power to offer to immi- 
grants of all classes, will be well repaid by the increased facili- 
ties for business of all kinds which their coming will afford. 

J am informed that further legislation is necessary to secure 
to the school fund the property known as the school claims, re- 
served by a former Legislative Assembly for educational pur- ` 
poses. Unless some further action is taken, it is thought this 
provision will certainly fail. 

I submit these views to you on the various subjects that have 
seemed to me to merit your consideration, with sincere defer- 
ence to your superior wisdom, and with an earnest desire to co- 
operate with you in any measures you may adopt, that shall be 
for the interest of the enterprising and patriotic people of this 
territory. It will be my constant anxiety to promote the pros- 
perity of those among whom I have cast my lot. 

In conclusion, it only remains for me to commend you to His 
care, whose wisdom and goodness have hitherto guided and 
blessed our nation, and who, I trust, will attend your councils, 
and give effect to all your deliberations.

It is to be regretted that the efforts of the .late. intus: 
ent to induce the various county superintendents to report.to 
this office as required by law, should have PE so; unsuc-. 
cessful, 

Since the date of this report, February lst, 1864, I find only 
partial and informal returns of only two counties, viz.: Doug- 
las and Fremont. 

lt cannot be presumed that such negligence results from a 
lack of interest experienced by the citizens of Colorado in ed- 
ucating their youth, for their munificent contributions in fur- 
therance of this object, indicate that they fully realize. -its'im- 
portance. In carefully.. examining the law passed at the first 
session of the legislature of Colorado, to establish a system of 
common schools, it will be observed that although a series. of 
duties are thereby imposed on county superintendents, the law 
does not preseribe any compensation for such services, and io 

this fact may reasonably be attributed the non-performance ‘of 
those duties. 

By an. act passed at the second session, of the legislature of 
Colorado, entitled “An act. to create a fund for the b@pefit of 
schools,” ‘the duties of superintendents in several counties were 
greatly augmented. Section five of said act provides that the 
county superintendent shall have supervision and control af 
all?mming claims set apart for schools, and se annually re 
port, &c. 

Up to the present date, no such report of mining claims has 
been received at this office from any county in which mines are 
situate.

of the age of twenty- one years, Or upwards, * 
who shall have resided in the territory for. mw ee next 
preceding any.eleetion ^ * s *  .ghall be. deemed a 
qualified voter at such election." 

The Legislative Assembly, at its gession of 1864, passed: an 
act, approved March 11, 1864, amending the foregoing. section 
by inserting after the word “upwards” the words “not. þeing a 
negro or mulatto,” so as to make it read, “every. male person of 
the age of twenty-one years and upwards, not being a negro or 
mulatto * i * shall be deemed a qualified voter,” 
etc. l 

It seems ineredible, and if it were not for the record, it would 
'be incredible that such a measure could, have been ‘adopted at 
‘such atime. The colored people, at that moment, were every- 
where eagerly pressing forward to, the support of the goyern- 
ment, and their services were as. gladly: accepted. ” They con- 
tributed largely io the triumph of the nation over the rebellion, 

and just at that.darkest period of our: country’s history, when 
they were doing their utmost to rescue the government from. its 
dmminent danger, this wrong was perpetrated upon them. It is 
2 fact worthy of notice, that this was the only case in the whole 
mation where public sentiment retrograded during our fearful 
struggle. 

This petition, in the hand-writipg of: one. of the. signers, 
‘evinces an ability to exereise intelligently the right. of. suffrage, 
which it would be well if all who enjoy that: right could. imi- 
iate. 

I invoke your —Ó attention to this subject, and I hope, 
for the honor of the territory, that you will promptly take ac- 
tion to erase this odious record from the statute book. 

In connection with this subject, I deem it proper to say, also, 
ithat tbe-Legislative Assembly owes it to the enlightened senti- 
ment.of the country, to take into consideration the condition of 
ithe.ogloxel people with regard to public schoals, under the law of 
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; d 6lsoffermg;themrequal political privileges with others. They 
game here,ini gonsiderahle numbers, and; to,,anvequal,if not a 
greater extent than any other class of immigrants. to. the.terri- 
.' tory, as; I am informed. ;'Dhey;brpnght their, families, .and have 
- kept: them, here;. ihe. ‘evidenges Of; their indusiry, frugality and 
thrift, are to; be;seen.in. various, parts. of the. city of. Denver— 
some of thejfinest property in; town belonging to them. They 
are subject te ithe taxilevied: for the support of public schools, 
while their children: sare;not permitted to attend them. In con- 
sequence fof;(their, exclusion; from both public and private 
schools, some of; these people:have been compelled to send their 
children to the Eastern States to be educated, while paying the 
taxes for education in the territory. But many of them are 
Rot able} ito incur this.expense, and. the necéssary consequence 
' of this is, , that many, of, their. children must grow. up in igno- 
rance.
